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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On p. 1, fourth to the last line, it is not clear what "40,530 of 1995" (emphasis 
added) means. 

The specification includes numerous occurrences of the awkward phrase "In 
other embodiment" at p. 9, line 16, p. 10, lines 18 and 24, etc. Applicant is requested in 
reviewing the entire specification on this issue. 

Similarly, on p. 2, lines 17 and 19, correct "Other object of the invention". 

On p. 5, lines 12-13 and p. 8, lines 7 and 11-12, the recitation of the hardness 
being in terms of "degrees" makes the description unclear. It is unclear what exact 
hardness scale is being referred to. Applicant is cautioned with the entry of any new 
matter . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. . Claims 1 , 9, 15 and 19-21 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 , lines 4-5, it appears the recitation "the base portion having a 
predetermined hardness of 20 to 40 degrees" (emphasis added) is incorrect. Please 
refer to p. 5, lines 1 1 -1 3, for example. 
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Further, as stated above, the recitation of the hardness being in terms of 
"degrees" makes the claim scope unclear. It is unclear what exact hardness scale is 
being referred to. Applicant is cautioned with the entry of any new matter . 

Claim 1 , lines 12-1 3, "frame of cleaning" should be corrected. 

Claim 1, line 18, the scope of claim 1 is unclear since it is unclear whether "the 
cleaning fabric" is being positively recited. Similarly, it is unclear whether "the plate 
cylinder" is being positively claimed as recited on lines 17-20. 

Claim 9, although withdrawn, includes double inclusion of elements, e.g., base 
portion includes opposite sides to be fixed. 

Claim 9, line 4, claim 19 and claim 21, "the subject" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim 15, although withdrawn, line 2, "the subject" lacks antecedent basis and 
also includes a double inclusion of elements. 

Claims 18 and 20, although withdrawn, includes entirely a double inclusion of 
elements, e.g., the base portion and particular portion being formed of rubber as well as 
the entire support bar configuration. 

Appropriate correction is required.
